vincial debt. Two yean have clapeed. and what do 
we find? The Tolmie government has increased tax. 
ation, increased expenditure, increased borrowing—a 
policy, of course, which very soon will result in more 
taxation and. naturally, a considerable increase in 
the public debt. 

Then, during the campaign of the summer of 1928 
Dr. Tolmie promised that if he were elected, he would 
"bring the boys back home.” Unemployment was 
a matter for the province to deal with and his policies, 
the public was assured, would provide jobs for all. 
Yet in a speech at West Vancouver on Saturday 
night we have Premier Tolmie saying that Mr. King 
should have communicated with the Premiers of the 




opinions of Old Country and United States editors 
give us a deaf idea of how Britain stands to gain, and

ation of the government's policies. 

The London Morning Post said this: "The Do¬ 
minion of Canada has taken another step along the 
line of their traditional policy of giving preference to 
imperial trade, and since changes in the tariff cannot 
fail to benefit the Mother Country, our first impulse is 
to express the gratitude which we are certain the 
British public feels.” 

The London Times said this: “The advantages 
offered by Canada to British industry are offered 
without bargaining or corresponding concessions, and 
the spirit which prompted them will be appreciated as 
much as their actual economic effect in helping British 
trade at a time when help is badly needed." 

The Manchester Guardian described the Dun- 
ping budget as a gesture “the generosity of which 
everyooe in this counbgf must appreciate." The Daily 
Express called it "the greatest advance in imperial re¬ 
lations we have seen since the war." Expressing 
himself as enthusiastically in favor of empire trade. 
Premier Ramsay MacDonald said “Canada’s last 
budget is an example of how the Dominions can and 
will help." 

We get another view of the new picture ns some 
of the leading newspapers in the United States see it. 
The New York Times calls the Dunning budget "a 
Iky which, if carried out, may seriously affect 


about forty per cent of our exports and furnish us with 
thirty per cant of our imports." The New York World 
puts it this way: "Canada's new tariff is her answer 
to the Hawley-Smoot Bill. . She plans to repay us 
in kind, not only by imposing retaliatory duties on 
American goods, but by granting new trade favors to 
die British rivals of American exporters." 

A typical United States businessman's view is 
found in the statement of Mr. F. Seaman, manager 
of the Chicago Association of Commerce, which reads 
as follows: "There isn’t a doubt in the world that 
this new regulation will hit our steel industry hard. 
Chicago has exported huge quantities of steel and iron 
into Canada, and our plants will be hard.hit if this 
new regulation goes through." 

How important die iron and steel features of the 
Dunning budget are to Canada, of course, is reflected 
by the feet that three Conservative members of the 
House of Corarnoru, from ridings vitally interested, 
deserted Mr. Bennett and supported the government 
when the vote was taken. 

The impartial opinions we have quoted should 
make it clear to all save those who are blinded by ex¬ 
treme partisanship that the Dunning budget in its en¬ 
tirety will promote the best interests of Canada, reduce 
her purchases from countries which do not buy freely 
from us. and give a tremendous stimulus to trade with 
Great Britain and the rest of the empire. ' 


SECURE THE MACE 

A lthough there have been 

turbulent scenes in the House of Commons at 
Ottawa, no recalcitrant member has yet hit upon the 
ingenious expedient of interrupting the proceedings by 
running away with the mace, the historic symbol of 
august authority, pride, pomp and circumstance. John 
Beckett, the Labor member of the British House, who 
scandalized the "Mother of Parliaments" by doing 
this on Thursday as a protest against the suspension of 
a falow-member, may not be aware of it but his per¬ 
formance will win for him a snug little place in the 
records of hit country. . 

At far ai we can find out the only other person 
who has laid irreverent hands upon the mace was 
Oliver Cromwell, who entered the House at the head 
bf his soldiers and ordered one of them to "remove 
the bauble." thus bringing the Long Parliament to an 
unceremonious end. Beckett hat managed to squeeze 
into a comer of I ha spa c ious akhe in the nation's 
history filled by the Great Protector. In years to 
come, mayhap, when school children in England are 
asked who Beckett was they will not say he was the 
eminent Archbishop of Canterbury of almost the same 
name who lived under the Planlagenets. but the man 
who grabbed the mace in the House of Commons and 
tried to run away with it. 

The Parliament at Westminster has long been 
the example to the world in legislative procedure. It >■ 
is to be hoped that Mr. Beckett's performance will not 
be emulated at Ottawa or Vktoria by any agile, 
mutinous representative. Nevertheless we should not 
rely upon a pious hope. We should have our mace 
secured by chain and lock, with key and combination 
in the sole possession of the sergeant-at-arms. This 
will discourage anybody in our own country from try¬ 
ing to out-Bec kelt Beckett. _
